When  we  think  of  disturbing 
noises  it  is  the  automobile  horn,  the 
locomotive  whistle,  the  siren  of  the 
ambulance  or  the  flre  truck  that  we 
have  in  mind.  Noise  Is  so  harmful 
to  the  body  and  brain  that  all  over 
the  world— London.  New  York, 
Paris,  Berlin  and  in  smaller  elUea-^ 
laws  are  now  in  force  to  lessen  all 
noises.  Noise  keeps  the  nerves 
tense,  the  nerves  keep  the  mu.scles 
tense,  so  that  in  a  noisy  factory  or 
ofBce,  fatigue  or  tiredness  eomee  on 

sooner  becaiuse  tenseness  of  the 
muscles  tires  Ju.st  as  it  one  were 
working.  Naturally  also  if  one  is 
kept  slert  by  noise  there  is  not 
much  chance  for  rest  or  sleep. 

However,  all  noise  is  not  outdoors, 
and  one  of  the  most  disturbing 
noleee  to  ethers  is  snerlaf.

I  to  vibrations  wtille  breathing  in  and 

I  out  of  the  soft  palate  and  the  uvula 
i  (the  little  portion  of  flesh  hanging 
{ between  tb»  tonsils  or  the  place 
j  where  the  tonsils  have  been). 

Lying  on  the  It-it  .side  when  the 
I  left  side   of    the  nose  Is  "blocked  ' 
and  the  right  side  when  the  right 
side  of  nase    Is  blocked,  prevents 
snoring  bccau.se  it  allows  the  wing 
I  or  side  of  the   nooe  to  drop  down. 
I  leaving   more   air   qiaoe  because 
nostril  becomes  mors  widely  open. 

However,  as  Margaret  McEachern 
points  out,  the  best  plan  to  cure  the 
"snorer"  Is  to  have  him  visit  the 
family  phv.sinan  or  the  nose  and

Newra.stle  Island 
Is  tjopsiderca  a  |(uardian  of  Nana- 
iinn  It  Is  i(enerally  belle\t>d  that, 
had  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
ere<  ted  theli-  forts  on  both  Protec- 
tion and  Nlewca.stlp  I.sland.s  many 
years  mho,  ihe  Iiuiians  would  have 
had  little  chance  of  entering 
Nanaimo  Harbor  as  they  did.  often 
causing  a  good  deal  oi  uneasiness 
among  the  early  wtiita  InhaUtanta 
and  Nanaimo  Indians. 

In  Nanaimo  itself  is  the  only  fort 
of  its  lilnd  still  standing  on  the 
contlnenr.  It  was  built  m  1853  by 
the  Hud.-^on  .s  Bay  Company.  In  the 
i  early  days  it  was  no  mere  ornament, 
I  but  the  koBB  were  in  use  frequently 
'o  frii^iiton  off  trottUeaooM  Infllani 
in)in  the  north. 
I  Miny  vlsttors  search  diUgentiy 
for  the  petroglyphs  near  Chase 
River,  on  the  outskirts  of  Nanaimo 
No  living  Indian  seems  to  know 
their  meaning.  Ottawa  ofScials 
tiave  failed  to  get  information  as 
to  how  long  tiwy  have  been  there 
and  none  have  been  able  to  trans- 
late their  meaning. 

MOl  NT  BENSON 
No  one  should  vi.slt  the  Nanaimo 
area  without  taking  a  walk  up 
Mount  Benson.  It  is  about  4.000 
feet  high,  and  from  its  crest  one 
can  see  Vancouver  and  "its  .tuburba 
and  the  wiiole-ef  the  Oulf.  of 
Oeoritia.  from  Stanley  Park  to 
Powell  River,  taking  in  .such  Island-t 
M  Hornby,  Lajtquettl.  Texada, 
Oabrioia.  Newcastle  and  Protection, 
and  many  smaller  isieU  in  the  Oulf 
of  Georgia.

''or  Sir  Maurice  has  been  behind  th« 
•cenea  all  the  time  since  1909.  when  he  be- 
came Aaslatant-Secretary  of  ihe  Commit- 
tee of  Imperial  Defence,  with  which  he 
has  been  associated,  finally  as  Secretary, 
ever  since.  When  the  War  Cabinet  was 
formed  he  became  its  secretary  also  and. 
later.  Secretary  to  the  Cabinet,  a  special ly- 
created  post,  and  to  the  duties  of  the  two 
ofnces  further  added  thoee  of  Clerk  to  the 
Privy  Council. 

Cabinet  Ministers  come  and""  Cabinet 
Minlaten  go.  but  Mr  Maurtce  haa  gone  on 
attending  Cabinet  meetlng.s  year  aftfr 
year  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century.  He 
knows  all  that  haa  happened  since  1916  in 
that  my.sterioii,s  room  at  No.  10  Downing 
Street  where  the  Cabinet  assembles— he, 
the  king-pin  of  the  inner  works  of  the 
British  Government  machine.

Tm  British  Ootenunent  geta  a  tremeii- 
dous  amount  of  first-class  work  done 
for  comparatively  small  remuneration. 
81r  Maurice's  salary  was  $15,000  a  year  a 

sum  tar  le.sti  than  he  might  have  earned 
had  he  transferred  his  ability  and  energy 
to  the  City.  By  commercial  standards  he 
waa  probably  still  underpaid  when,  for  his 
services  during  the  war,  he  received  a  spe- 
cial grant  of  $125,000. 

Now,  on  his  retirement,  occasioned  by 
his  having  reached  the  age-limit  for  civil 
servants  of  the  highci>t  cla^.  he  goes  to 
the  directortte  of  the  Buea  Canal  Com- 
pany at  an  average  annual  remuneration 
of  $25,0UU  a  year.  J^ie  will^  ul  course. Jiave 
hta.penaion  alw. 

It  ha.s  all  been  well-earned,  for,  In  addi- 
tion to  the  highly  responsible  posts  of 
which  he  was  for  so  long  the  permanent 
incumbent.  Sir  Maurice  has  been  a  .sort  of 
iocretary-at-large  lor  important  confer- 
encee.  He  waa  secretary  of  the  Ave  Im- 
perial Conferences  between  1921  and  1937; 
Brltuih  Secretary  of  the  Peace  Conference, 
191f ,  the  Washington  Conference,  1921,  the 
Genoa  Conferience.  1922,  and  the  London 
Reparations  Conference.  1924,  and  Secre- 
tary-General of  the  Hague  Conference, 
1929-30.  the  London  Naval  Conference. 
1930,  and  the  Lausanne  Conference.  1932. 

And  yet  Sir  Maurice  is  little  known  to 
the  pubUe.  He  has  an  extraiirdlnary  talent 
for  keeping  him.self  out  of  the  new.spapers.' 
Only  once  did  he.  to  hts  great  disgust,  find' 
hlmteif  In  the  limelight.  That  was  two  or 
three  years  au'>  when  he  Irntk  a  trip  round 
the  Empire  and  looked  into  the  state  of 
Dominion  defences.  It  waa  in  vain  that 
he  m.visted  that  he  wns  holiday-making 
aiid  that  his  tour  was  quite  unoincial. 

Sir  Maurice  Hankey  lucceeds  the  late 
sir  John  T.  navies  on  the  Suez  ('ana! 
directorate.  Sir  John  was  private  secre- 
tary to  Mr.  Lloyd  George  during  most  of 
the  year.s  when  that  .statesman  wa.s  in 
office.  As  Sir  Maurice  was  Secretary  of 
the  War  Cabinet,  he  and  Sir  John  neces- 
sarily saw  a  great  deal  of  each  other  dur- 
ing the  war  years,  their  duties  bemg  com- 
plementary.  They  became  fast  friends. 

It  ts  popularly  believed  that  Great  Brit- 
ain Is  virtually  owner  of  the  Suex  Canal. 
The  fact  la  that  this  country  owns  rather 
less  than  half  the  shares  and  is  not  even 
propurtiunately  represented  on  the  direc- 
torate. The  remaining  shares  are  pri- 
vately held  in  fYance  and  the  company  is 
a  French  company,  the  directors  of  which 
meet  once  a  month  in  ^aiis. 

They  receive,  divided  equally  among 
them,  two  per  cent  of  tfie  profits.

The  constituciuy  is  a  sort  of  family 
posseiwion  of  the  Cavendishes.  The  Mar- 
quis of  Hartlngton  had  held  it  for  hlleen 
years  and  his  successor.  Kfr.  H.  Hunloke,  is 
hla  brother-in-law.  Until  now.  there  has 
been  no  contest  since  1929.  In  that  year 
the  Marquis  polled  16.760  votes;  Mr.  Hun- 
loke is  returned  with  16,740,  a  Hgurt  highly 
satisfactory  to  the  Uovcr«nent. 

Both  conteeta  were  three-cornered,  and 
the  jubilation  of  the  Labor  Party  i.s  occa- 
n.oned  by  the  fact  that  the  Labor  candi- 
date has  taken  second  position  away  from 
the  Liberal  nominee  In  a  constituency

In  relation  to  the  problem  of  turninR  Mr, 
Chamberlain  out  pf  office."  it  contmues.

Speaker  of  HotfM 

IT  is  only  ffOr  to  Transport  House.  Labor 
headquarters,  to  .say  that  the  local 
Labor  organization  at  Daventry  receives 
no  encouragement  there  in  respect  of  its  ' 
proposal  to  contest  the  .seat,  that  of  the 
Speaker,  at  the  next  general  election. 

Although  It  has  not  always  been  ob- 
served, ii  is  a  well  est abli.shed  custom  la 
Great  Britain  that  the  Speaker  shall  not 
br  opposed  when  a  general  election  takes 
pla(  e  F'or  once  a  member  becomes 
Speaker  he  ceases  to  be  a  party  man  And 
even  though  Parliament  has  been  dis- 
solved, he  remaina  Speaker  until  the 
House  of  Common.s  mpet.i  again,  when,  un- 
less of  his  own  volition  he  retires,  he  Is 
re-elected  as  a  mattet-  of  course.  Should 
he  retire  he  usually  aiicepUs  a  peerage  and. 
whether  he  does  so  (ir  not,  the  House  of 
Commons  knows  him  no  more.  It  would 
be  quite  unprecedenied,  I  believe,  for  a 
member  once  honored  by  beuig  elected 
Speaker  to  take  his  s4at  again  as  a  private 
member. 

In  shorl,  the  Speaker,  hke  a  .iudce.  is 
outside  politics.  The  present  Speaker. 
Captain  Fltzroy.  has  held  the  office  for  ten 
years.  He  wa.s  not  opposed  in  1929  and 
1931,  but  a  Labor  candidate  was  put  up 
against  him  in  1935  and  handsomely  de- 
frafed  by  nearly  two  to  one 

The  Daventry  Labor  leaders  say  they  op- 
pose him,  not  as  Speaker,  but  as  a  Con- 
servative, Captain  Fit/my,  howeve-, 
ceased  to  be  a  Conservative  in  a  Parlia- 
ijientary  sense  ten  years  ago  and.  of  course, 
cannot  defend  himself  in  his  constituency 
when  attacked. 

It  may  be  added  that  CapUln  Pltsroy. 
with  one  interval,  that  between  1906  and 
ISiOi  has  represented  Daventry  since  1900. 

Calling  the  Terms 

THB  "special  train"  gambit  appears  to 
have  been  successfully  played  at  Berlm 
by  the  British  Bmbassr.'  History  thus  re- 
peat.s  itself  Sixty  years  ago.  when  the  nego- 
tiations were  in  progress  which  resulted  in 
the  BerUn  Treaty,  Olsradl.  the  chief  Br\U 
ish  drlegate.  became  very  tired  of  the  in- 
terminable deadlocks  and  delays.  His  pa- 
tience at  last  broke  down  and  he  osten- 
tatiously ordered  a  train  to  take  him  home. 
This  was  sufficient,  the  Congre.ss  speeded 
things  up  and  the  British  Prime  Minister 
was  able  to  return  to  London  brlnglhg 
"Peace  with  Honor  " 

More  recently,  it  will  be  recalled.  Presi- 
dent WUson.  weary  of  the  proerastinaUons 
of  the  Peace  Conference  in  1919,  ordered 
his  ship,  th^  George  WashUigton.  U\en  at 
Brest,  to  prtportor  sea. 

The  story  goes  that  when  the  Czecho- 
slovakian  crisis  was  at  its  height  recently, 
the  British  Ambassador  could  obtain  no

The  order  for  the  train  was  -cancelled. 

Meanwhile  Mr.  Chamberlain  had  sum- 
moned a  Sunday  Cabinet  Council,  news  of 
the  assembling  of  which,  given  out  over 
the  wirolcs.s,  alarmed  the  whole  coinitry 
Happily,  the  Prune  Minister  was  able  to 
kssure  Parliament' next  day  that  the  situa- 
tion had  become  easier.

Is  the  body  which 
has  held  up  the  efforUs  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  obtain  greater  speed  in  the  pro- 
duction of  armaments.  Invited  to  meet 
representatives  of  the  employers  and  of 
the  Confederation  of  Shipbuilduig  and 
Engineering  Unions  the  executive  allolred 
the  letter  to  he  on  the  table  for  weekS 
and.  in  fact,  has  not  yet  acted  on  it. 

Meanwhile,  under  the  leadership  of  Sir 
Walter  Citrine.  Reneral  secretary  i<f  the 
Trades  Union  Congress,  the  General 
Council  of  the  latter  has  met  the  Prime 
Minister  and  discussed  the  question  of 
an  armaments  speed-up  with  liim.  Fol- 
lowing this.  Sir  Wal^  haa  invited  the 
chairmen  and  .secretaries  of  the  two  en- 
gineermg  organizations  to  meet  him  and 
hear  his  statement  of  what  happened  at 
the  conference  with  Mr.  Chamberlain- 
The  Confederation  has  accepted,  but  the 
Amalgamated  Engineers  have  replied  that 
are  too  busy  to  attend  on 
any  ui  the  alternative  dates  suggested.

The  King's  Tour 

STA'if-:  vi.sits  to  trance  on  the  part  of 
Bniish  sovereigns  are  comparatively 
rare  evenU.  Queen  Victoria  made  one 
eiRhty-three  years  ago.  but  there  was  nd 
other  during  the  nineteenth  century. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  Queen  s 
reiRn  there  v^as  no  feeling  of  friendship 
between  France  and  Great  Britain.  The 
Pashoda  incident  had  almost  caused  war 
between  the  two  countries  in  1898  and  the 
Boer  War  had  not  improved  their  rela- 
tions. '  I' 

It  wa.s.  therefore,  a  bold  step  On  the 
part  of  King  Edward  VII  when,  in  1903. 
he  went  In  state  to  Paris.  Sir  Sidney  Lee. 
in  his  biography  of  the  late  Klnf.  thus 
describes  his  reception: 

"The  crowd  was  for  the  most  part  sul- 
lenly respectful  m  its  demeanor,  but  cries 
were  heard  of  Vivent  le.s  Boer.s  Vive 
Marchand'  ithe  P^ench  officer  who  had 
confronted  Kitchener  at  Fashoda.  on  the 
White  Nile*,  and  Vive  Fashoda  •  ...  A 
few  hats  were  dofled  and  there  were  a 
few  acclamations  .  .  .  His  <King 
Edwarri'.si  suite,  especially,  wa.s  booed 
Someone  noticing  this  remarked  to  the 
King:  'The  French  don't  like  us,'  and  the 
King  characteristically  replied:  'Why 
should  they?"',  ;

The  vote  resulted  In  an  overwhelmint 
defeat  for  the  executive,  the  motion  being 
carried  by  twenty-nine  votes  to  eight, 
two  dtlegates  abstaining.

the  Bank  of  England  to  save  Hamburg 
bankers  during  a  financial  crisis.  Her 
entire  crew  of  nearly  300  were  drowned 
Lloyd  s  had  insured  the.  cargo  and  Uie 
loss  fell  heavily  on  the  underwriters.  The 
salvage  at  that  time  was  the  ships  bell, 
and  tnis  is  the  Luttne  bell  that  is  now 
rung  at  Lloyd'a  on  receipt  of  news  of  im- 
portance to  underwriters  In  later  years 
about  $500,000  has  beeu  recovered.

Sir  Samuel  Hoare  has  replied  that  he 
cannot  do  this.  In  this  country  it  is  law- 
ful to  meet  and  discuss  any  subject  that 
Is  not  trea.sonable  so  long  as  the  meeting 
is  not  Ukeiy  to  cauae  a  breach  of  the 
peace. 

In  this  case,  as  Sir  Samuel  points  out. 
a  breach  of  the  peace  can  occur  only  as 


the  result  of  action  by  Christians  who 
object  to  the  congress,  and  It  Is  for  them 
to  keep  the  law.  It  may  be  added  that  the 
congress  is  to  be  pi;ivate  and  cannoli 
therefore,  be  accused  of  propaganda. 

The  Manchester  Quardian  pertinently 
remarks:  "Tolerance  becomes  a  virtue 
only  when  one  must  tolerate  something 
of  which  one  disapproves,  and  until  the 
seventy  members  have  learnt  that  they 
do  not  deserve  seats  In  a  democratic 
parliament."

and  more  loutherly  one  bears  on  Ita  ex- 
tremity the  Ughtboon  familiar  to  all  who 
travel  by  the  pa-wnger  steamers  between 
Victoria  and  Vancouver.  The  northern 
Island  la  km  and  iwampy.  rlmmad  with 
rock,  a  wave-worn  reef  at  no  lonR-dlstant 
time  emerged  from  the  waste  of  waters. 
Iti  larger  neighbor  la  mora  commonly 
known  as  Trial  I.sland.  It  is  .seen  from  the 
distance  as  a  long  ridge  rising  from  a  little 
abova  aaa-laval  to  a  bold  and  rocky  head- 
land, precipitous  (m  the  southwe.st.  The 
Islands  are  alike  destitute  of  trees  except 
for  ona  or  two  conifers  of  dwarfed  and 
roek-bllmbinR  habit  and  oaks  no  hipher 
than  your  hand,  and  from  the  neighboring 
shores  of  Victoria  and  Oak  Bay  there 
seems  nothing  particularly  attractive  In 
Its  open  wind-swept  spray-drenched  slopes 
and  cliffs.  Its  length  is  a  little  over  half 
a  mile,  while  \i»  matej?  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  along  Its  grefftiest  diagonal. 

My  earliest  recollection  of  the  Trial  Is- 
lands goes  back  to  the  great  storm  of 
Christmas  night.  1901,  of  which  a  very 
thrilling  account  will  be  found  In  the  coir 
umns  of  The  Colonist  for  Friday,  Decem- 
ber 27,  of  that  year.  It  was  the  storm  that 
removed  the  smaller  of  the  two  spires  that 
St.  Andrew's  Cathedral  then  posMs.sed. 
lore  the  roof  off  the  Five  Sisters'  Block, 
devastated  the  oaks  and  firs  in  Beacon 

before  it.  and  wrought  havoc  among  the 
Wires  and  poles  of  telegraph,  telephom 
ma  llgnt  ina  poirgr  syslems.  It  waa  in*  ^ 
deed  a  wild  night  on  land,  and  not  lc.s.s  .so 
on  the  sea.  Two  vessels  in  the  Royal 
Roads  dragged  their  anchors  and  wera 
swept  eas'w.irds  at  the  mercy  of  the  gale. 
One  of  these,  the  Santa  Clara,  alter  long 
hours  of  struggle  with  the  waves  along  the 
shore  below  Dallas  Road  and  the  old  Cliff 
House,  rounded  Ctover  Pohit,  only  to  be 
carried  by  the  waves  and  the  h^h  tide 
on  the  rocks  of  Trial  Island.  There  with 
a  pronounced  list  she  lay  for  some  weeks 
If  I  remember  aright,  but  was  at  length 
pulled  off.  Day  after  day  we  looked  across 
the  broad  valley  drained  by  Bowker  Creek 
and  saw  the  huU  and  laaning  masU  stark 
and  dear  igainat  the  distant  sea. 

Native  Loco-Wcffd 

MY  first  visit  to  the  islands  was  made 
■  in  1920,  when  a  friend  and  I  landed 
on  the  smaller  one.  We  were  both  chiefly 
Interested  In  the  rocks,  but  I  saw  some> 

thing  of  the  flora,  although  it  was  the 
third  week  of  July.  Six  years  later  I  vis- 
ited the  main  island,  and  while  again  my 
companion  on  'hi;  (nca.inn  and  I  .spent 
nearly  all  our  time  attending  to  the  geol- 
ogy. I  had  the  good  fortune  to  discover  a 
plant  new  to  British  Columbia,  the  yellow- 
ish loco-weed,  Oxytropls  luteolus.  previ- 
ously known  only  from  the  head-waters  ^of 
the  Telwha  River  In  the  Olympics.  I  had. 
the  pleasure,  too.  of  seeing  other  flowers 
In  bloom,  as  It  was  still  June. 
'  The  Trial  group  Is  an  extension  of  the 
rocks  of  Cioii/alrs  and  Anderson  Hills,  and 
consists  of  a  black  slaty  shale  which  has 
been  Intruded  and  overwhelmed  by  a  da- 
:lte  or  quartz  aiidpslfe  with  pronounced 
flow-structure  and  of  a  pule  greenish-grey 
color,  the  chief  rock  of  the  Islands.  Asso- 
ciated with  11  are  lenses  of  limestone 
Granitic  erratic  boulders,  some  of  very 
large  dimensions,  are  freely  scattered 
ibout,  a  legacy  from  the  two  Ire-cap.s  that 
lucceasively  came  down,  the  Strs^its  of 
Oeorgla  and  sent  each  a  giant  arm  through 
the  Straits  of  .luan  do  Vwa  Pale  almost 
to  whiteness,  many  of  the  transported 
blocks,  as  they  lie  partly  submerged  in  the 
herbage,  rosrmble  from  a  distance  sh^ep. 

We  crossed  over  from  Foul  Bay  In 
Mr.   F.   Kemp's   hospitable   boat  and 


landed  in  a  Utile  Sheltered  cove.  Here  a 
Chinese  had  his  harvest  of  the  sea  spread 
out  to  dry,  a  dark  pile  of  porphyra  or  pur- 
ple laver.  soon  to  be  transferred  to  a  press 
of  his  own  construction,  with  a  wooden 
"steelyard  "  to  regulate  the  weight  used. 
We  followed  a  trail  through  the  flower- 
strawn  graia  to  tha  lighthouse,  making' 
note  a.s  we  went  of  the  plants  about  It. 
The  path  rose  towards  the  rocks  and  then 
dropped  Into  a  Itttia  valley  where  the  vsga- 
tatlon  was  even  greener  and  more  luxuri- 
ant than  elsewhere,  and  where  the  garden 
of  the  island  is  eulUvated.  Mi'.  Cos.  who 
is  In  charge  of  the  lighthouse,  was  on  the 
veranda  and  brought  us  into  the  pretty 
sitting-room,  ..vhare  we  met  Mrs.  Oox. 
There  we  tgvA  $*^^var7  Interoatlnf  part  of 
an  hour. 

But  "time  and  tide  wait  for  no  man,"  the 
wind  is  freshening',  and  wc  must  go  If  we 
are  to  make  even  the  briefest  survey  of  tha 
island.  Ahead  of  us  across  the  little  val- 
ley already  referred  to,  the  rocks  stand  out 
boldly,  with  that  peculiar  outline  that  de- 
notes the  passage  of  glacial  Ice  and  is 
marked  by  a  gently  curving  surface  on  the 
side  from  which  the  Ice  came  with  abrupt 
vertical  breaks  at  Intervals  which  auurk 
the  "plucking  "  operations  of  tha  gtieiar. 
The  smooth-surfaced  slope  Is  known  as 
the  "stoss-side,"  from  the  German  "stoss," 
a  thrust,  because  on  it  the  fuU  force  of 
the  onward-moving  Ice  comes. 

Clambering  up  the  rocks  on  the  left 
which  form  on  ooe  <lde  the  steep  cliff  you — 
^ee  fidiii   the  out  ward -bound  Vancouver 
JauaU  we  Imrl,  a.M  Mr  ^atii  IfOl^  us,  a  — 

daiisa  iiuwtli  ul  AiuiuaUiitiylus  -nra-Tin*; — 

which  being  translated  into  English  Is 
"bearberry  bearberry,"  the  generic  name 
being  Greek  and  the  specific  Latin.  Known 
In  the  British  Isles  as  bearberry.  we  call  it 
on  this  continent  "kinniklnnick,"  which  is 
Algonquin  for  "a  mixture,"  and  was  ap- 
plied by  the  Indians  to  the  leaves  of  vari- 
ous plants  used  for  smoking.  Here  It 
covers  the  ground  with  a  very  dense  mat, 
half  hidden  in  which  may  be  .seen  already 
the  ripening  berries.  In  another  place 
there  Is  an  equally  dense  growth  of  salal, 
Oaultherla  Shallon,  which  here,  beaten  by 
the  strong  sea  breezes,  attains  a  height  of 
only  a  few  inches  Instead  of  as  many  or 
more  feet.  But  dwarfed  as  its  stem  and 
branches  are,  its  clusters  of  pale  pink  or 
white  bells  are  even  more  plentiful  and 
quite  as  large.  Among  the  rocks  there  also 
grows  a  shrubby  member  of  the  knotweed 
family,  to  which  such  diverse  plants  as  the 
troublesome  bindweed  and  the  .smart weed 
of  wet  swamp.s  belong.  This  one.  Poly- 
gonum paronychia,  or  the  whitlow-grass 
knotweed,  has  brown  stems,  and  leaves 
with  their  edge.s  turned  backward  after  the 
manner  of  Labrador-tea.  and  little  pink 
flowers  set  in  silvery  sheaths.  It  Is  a  lover 
of  sea-cliffs,  and  I  have  met  with  it  m 
very  inhospitable  spots  along  the  walls  of 
wava-cvt  chasms. 

Waves  in  s  Gully 

ROUNDING  the  corner,  we  come  on  a 
steep  slope  that  heads  a  gully  n  o 
which  the  waves  rush  far  below  us.  Here 
the  ground  is  dyed  with  Allium  acumina- 
tum, the  long-pointed  onion,  so  called  b§- 
causp  the  three  outer  divisions  of  the 
flower  are  tapering  and  turn  over  at  the 
ends.  The  red-^purple  of  the  blossoms  Is 
unusunlly  rich  In  hue  AhuiK  the  edges  of 
the  gully,  where  a  liner  soil  ha.s  been  saved 
from  erosion,  grows  one  of  our  most 
charming  wild  flowers  and  one  that  is 
comparatively  little  known  because  of  its 
In  frequency  irlth  us  on  Vancouver  Islanjd. 
This  is  Hosackia  gracilis,  the  ."slender 
hosackia  or  bird-foot  clover.  As  Is  easily 
seen  by  the  flowers,  It  belongs  to  the  pea 
family,  and  in  their  umbellate  clustering 
It  resembles  the  two  British  birds-foot 
trefoils,  but  while  their  blossoms  are  yel- . 
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low.  those  of  ours  have  yellow  standards 

a  .1  ;  npli.sh  pink  wings,  making  a  very 
piea:>mg  and  notable  contrast  of  colors. 
In  addition  they  have  a  sweet  scent.  I 
may  add  that,  to  my  great  surprise,  I 
found  here  within  the  next  hour  or  so  that 
of  our  bird's-foot  clover  here  on  Trial 
Island  we  might  almost  use  the  words  of 
an  English  writer  about  the  blrd's-foot 
trefoil:  "Our  pretty  flower  enlivens  not 
only  the  rich  grass  of  the  green  meadow 
.  .  '.  but  adorns  al.so  many  a  sunny  slope 
whose  short  gross  gives  a  fainter  tinge  of 
green  to  the  award." 

Berries  and  Rocki 

HERE  in  a  corner  of  the  rocks  are  tw*o 
shrubs:  one  our  familiar  saskatoon, 
the  other  the  comparatively  rare  choke- 
cherry,  Prunus  demissa.  Neither  of  them 
are  in  flower,  but  are  easily  recognisable 
by  their  leaves  The  chokecherry  particu- 
larly favors  rocky  places.  Thus  I  saw  it 
flowering  freely  on  May  24.  1924,  on  the 
clifT^  of  Mount  Tzoulialem  above Cowlchan 
Bay.  On  that  outpost  of  sea-birds.  Bare  Is- 
land, east  of  Sidney,  and  JuSt  Inside  the 
International  Boundary  in  Haro  Straits, 
where  gulls,  cormorants,  sea-pigeons,  etc., 
breed,  there  are  thickets  of  chokecherry, 
which,  when  I  was  there  in  the  middle  of 
July.  1927.  was  in  fruit.  I  have  seen  It, 
too.  In  a  very  different  place,  on  Metchosin 
beach  at  the  end  of  Taylor  Road. 

In  another  open  space  the  ground  Is 
darkened  with  the  purple-blue  blossoms 
of  the  heal-all.  Prunella  vulgaris,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  mint  family  but  without  the 
aromatic  propertiies  of  most  of  Its  fellows. 
Its  growth  here,  unlike  that  of  the  sharp-. 


pointed  alUum,  If  dwarfed,  but  the  flowers 

are  rich,  and  their  effect  Is  Increased  by 
the  purplish  tinge  of  the  calyxes  and 
leaves.  Nowhere  elsa  have  I  seen  It  grow 
so  freely  quite  away  from  the  edge  of  the 
rocks  as  it  does  here.  Grindella  integri- 
folla,  or  gumweed,  displays  its  early  flow- 
ers above  Its  grey-green  leaves  in  the 
barer  spots  and  In  among  the  soU-flUed 
crievlces  the  white  flowers  of  the  hair- 
leaved  sandwort  reminds  ona  of  Alpine 
flora. 

Cvtliioiit  of  Mom 

COMING  out  on  a  broad  open  stretch  of 
ground  where  in  many  place.s  the  soil 
carries  little  more  than  cu.^hujns  of  moss, 
we  find  in  abundance  one  of  the  .smaller 
paint-bru^hes.  or  owl's-clovers,  growing  in 
quaint  little  clusters  two  or  three  inc  hcs 
high.  This  one  is  Orthocarpus  hispidus, 
the  hispid  or  bristly  owl's-clover.  It  has 
pale  yellow  or  creamy  flowers  set  among 
bracts  that  have  usually  five  to  seven 
deeply  cut  and  narrdw  lobes.  -  The  lower 
lip  of  the  corolla  in  this  genus  has  usually 
three  distinct  little  swellings,  which  are 
present  In  our  plant,  as  they  ara  also-  in 
another  .species  we  find  very  plentiful  a 
little  further  on  and  in  a  similar  environ- 
ment. This  Is  Orthocarpus  bracteosus,  the 
bract-bearinK  uwi's-clover,  which  has  pur- 
plish rose  flowers  and  three-iobed  bracts. 
It  grows  about  Oak  Bay  and  Vioforla  In 
low  lying  grass  areas,  where  it  Is  larger 
than  on  Trial  Island.  The  owl  s-clovers 
are  related  to  the  Indian  paint-brushes, 
And  in  California  the  Spanish  .settlers  gave 
to  one  coRunon  species  there  the  name  of 
"escobita."  that  is,  "a  little  broom  or 


Pastor  Made  Fine  Impact 
On  Local  Community  Life

A MONO  the  maior  forcr.s  whose  inter- 
play make  up  the  Ufe  of  a  com- 
munity such  as  the  city  of  Victoria, 
is  the  ministry  of  the  local  congregations. 
To  abstract  entirely  their  Influence  even 
for  one  year  would  be  a  great  impoverish- 
ment No  public  worship,  every  pulpit 
silent,  no  pastor  in  the  family  circle,  none 
at  sick  bed  or  graveside,  absent  utterly 
the.se  promoters  of  human  welfare  and 
life  on  the  higher  levels,  no  more  these 
confidential  counsellors  In  home  and 
confessional    It  is  a  bleak  picture. 

The  Imaginary  picture  has  been  sketched 
in  order  the  better  to  appreciate  the  in- 
fluence of  the  various  pastors,  past  and 
present,  whose  personalities  and  preach- 
ing have  been  so  potent  in  making  Vic- 
toria a  pleasant  place  to  dwell  in.  The 
writer  has  particularly  In  mind  today  the 
ministers  and  pastors  of  the  city's  two 
largest  congregations,  the  late  Dean 
Quainton,  rector  of  Christ  Church  Cath^-. 
dral,  whose  retirement  last  year  after  two 
decades  of  service  was,  alas,  shortly  fol- 
lowed by  his  death;  and  Dr  W  O  Wilson, 
who  today  is  closing  nearly  seventeen 
years  as  minister  of  First  tTnitcd  Church. 

These  two  worthily  represented  the  best 
traditiolu  of  their  respective  churches, 
the  one  of  Bngllsh  Anglicanism,  tha  .other 
of  Canadian  Presbytertanism.  In  scholar- 
ship, in  preaching  power,  in  large-heart- 
edness,  in  pastoral  helpfulness,  in  dvie 
spirit,  they  ranked  high  in  the  ministry 
of  all  Canada  Their  Joint  impact  up6n 
this  community  can  hardly  be  estimated. 
It  was  aU  UM  greater  because  they  worM 


happily  together.  Indeed,  they  were  close 

friends  and  brotherly  coun.sellors  And  it 
will  ever  be  a  cherished  memory  of  Dr. 
Wilson  that  his  dear  friend,  shortly  before 
hi.s  going,  fulfilling  a  long-cherished  de- 
sire of  both,  came  and  preached  in  his 
pulpit. 

Leaders    like   these,  whose  paralleled. 

terms  nf  service  were  so  lengthy,  belong 
not  alone  to  their  individual  congregation 
but  also  to  the  community  at  large.  For 
this  reason  the  writer  ventured  to  give, 
last  Autumn,  in  these  columns,  an  appre- 
ciation ot,  the  late  Dean.  He  now  essays 
to  give  hl|  Impressions  ot  Dr.  Wilson,  bis 
pastor  and  friend.  ^  ^ 

Gift  of  Sociitily 

A PRE-EMINENT  cift  of  Or  Wilson  Is 
his  sociality  He  gets  acquainted 
easily.  Put  him  down  anywhere,  and  he 
will  soon  make  contact  with  the  man  next 
AW>lut.elv  devoid  .of  ecclesiastical 
"side."  all  cla.s.->es  and  conditions  of  men 
feel  at  home  with  him.  Characteristic  is 
the  re.idv.  aimo.st  eager  Ottt-thrust  of  his 
hand  in  greeting. 

This  is  a  very  happy  gift,  and  for  a 
Chrl.stian, minister,  motivated  as  he  Is  by 
((ood  will  for  men,  a  most  valuable  asset. 
Few  men,  if  any,  in  this  city  have  had  a 
wider  range  of  contact.  He  h.i,s  been  a 
frequent  guest  at  Government  House,  and 
mainy  a  poverty-stricken  home  has  known 
the  benlson  of  his  cheery  presence.  The 
service  clubs  have  always  baen  glad  to 
hava  him  as  speaker  His  camaraderie. 
aloiif  with  hla  humor,  itady.  tongva  iad 


broad  experience,  make  him  a  welcome 
table  companion.    A  mutual  friend  de- 

.s<  ribed  hlin  as  a  man's  man.  Not  a  Clarle, 
a  real  man  and  a  good  fellow. 

This  quality  of  ready  approach,  joined 
with  a  Christian  Interest  In  the  Individual, 
has  made  Dr.  Wlton  a  pastor  of  a  very 
flne  quality.  Indeed,  the  writer  is  free  to 
say  that  he  has  not  known  as  efflclent  a 
pastor  as  he.  With  a  communicant  mem- 
bership of  twelve  hundred  or  more,  with 
thousands  whose  under-shepherd  he  was, 
he  kiiew  them  all,  from  grandad  to  the 
new  baby.  And  inlimately.  Indefatig- 
able as  a  visitor,  alert  1^  sympathetic  In- 
terest in  the  family  and  the  individual,  he 
kept  In  touch  with  all  In  a  way  the  writer 
has  never  seen  excelled.

Care  for  the  Sick 

OF  all  his  pastoral  ministry  his  c%re  for 
the  sick  will  be  specially  remembered. 
All  pastors  carry  the  sick  folk  on  their 
hearts;  the  largeness  of  this  pastor °s  con- 
gregation gave  him  no  ateuae  for  neglect 
of  any  but  rather  a  reason  for  a  more 
urgent  ministration.  Because  of  this  he 
was,  through  the  years,  the  most  familiar 
pastoral  visitant  of  the  hospital  wards. 
And  thoee  "lying  ill  in  home  and  hospiui ' 
were  always  remembered  in  the  pubUe 
pa.storal  prayer. 

Of  that  other  ministry,  that  beside  the 
solemn  casket,  one  would,  if  he  might, 
speak  dellcataly.  Here,  truly,  the  paator 
seemed  always  to  say  the  right  thing.  In 
prayer  and^  address.  Any  reader  of  these 


riende  pf  bereavement  and  been  comforted 
by  tills  man  of  God  will  underUne  what 
has  just  been  written.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered, too.  that  very  many  outside  his  own 
congregation,  probably  because  he  became 
so  widely  known  as  a  sympathizing  friend, 
drew  upon  him  for  this  exacting  ministry. 

In  the  extra-parochial  realm  also.  Dr. 
Wilson  made  a  large  contribution  to  the 
good  of  the  community  The  records  of 
the  various  .societies  devoted  to  .social  wel- 
fare chronicle  his  helpfulness.  Here  the 
minister's  love  of  humanity,  knowledge  of 
human  nature  and  local  conditions,  his 
wisdom  and  capacity  for  work,  were  cashed 
into  uplift  of  lives  The  still  wider  con- 
tacts were  another  avenue  of  usefulness. 
Civic  and  provincial  leaders 'found  In  him 
a  wise  counsellor  Living  at  the  capital  of 
the  Province,  he  was  able  to  bring  his 
moral  emiphasls  to  bear  towards  higher 
standards  in  political  affairs. 

Gavg  Hotpifality 

Hi.s  fellow-workers  in  the  kingdom  of 
God  found  In  Dr.  Wilson  a  brother 
indeed.  As  one  of  the  seniors,  it  was  his 
praetlce  to  waicome  incoming  ministers. 
He  and  Mrs  Wilson  (who.se  contribution 
to  the  higher  life  of  the  city  deserves  a 
chapter  of  Its  own)  gave  generous  hos- 
pitality to  outgoing  and  incoming  mis- 
sionaries, ministerial  newcomers  to  the 
city,  clerical  casuals— and  at  times  to  their 
families — and  all  sorts  of  visitors  to  the 
city.

The  flower  stem  has  a  single 
leafltke  bract  Instead  of  the  three-leaved 
one  of  the  gayer  species,  and  the  leaves 
have  but  three  leaflets  and  sometimes  only 
one  .

Hard  study  and  wide 
reading  kept  his  sermons  fresh.  He  wrote 
his  sermons  but  left  the  manuscript  at 
home.  With  an  acurate  mcpiory  and  a 
native  gift  of  speech,  the  result  was  sus- 
tained good  diction  and  orderlv  form  His 
congregation  was  never  wearied  by  repe- 
tition and  triteness.  From  the  tlMtimonlal 
presented  to  him  in  1928  on  the  silver 
jubilee  of  ordination,  there  may  be 
quoted:  "Out.  of  a  deep  religious  experi- 
ence, an  intimate  knowledge  of  human 
nature,  ^  strong  but  restrained  emotional 
life,  a  wide  schohirahip  and  passion  for 
tlghtcousness,  he  presented  the  f'hristian 
life~courageously  and  persuasively  and 
with  a  sincerity  and  earne:>tneiss  that  have 
had  manifest  power  over  mind  and  heart 
of  large  and  attentive  congrrgaions " 
Many  moons  will  wax  and  wane  before  the 
Inspiriting  effect  of  such  a  ministry  will 
fade— or  will  It  ever?  ' 

This  sketch  has  not  been  given  In  order 
to  glorify  a  man.  Rather  to  honor  a 
minister,  and  in  him  the  Christian  minis- 
try  at  large,  and  in  this  way.  if  one  may. 
call  attention  to  the  necessity  of  the 
Church  and  its  ministry  In  keeping  aociety 
whole  and  whole.some  In  a  day  when 
some  would  discount  the  reality  and  value 
ofthe  spiritual,  it  Is  wall  to  remember  that 

the  fhrl-'tian  ministry  Is  one  of  the  major 
forces  which  make  Victoria  a  pleasant  city 
In  which  to  dwaU. 


In  an  Old  Swjmp 

EJ?X)R£  we  leave  I  go  to  the  north  end 
of  the  Island  where  there  is,  beyond 
a  low  rocky  ridge,  the  remains  of  a  swamp. 
I  find  it  quite  without  water  but  abound- 
ing in  certain  types  of  plants,  one  of  which 
at  ie^t  I  hardly  expect  to.  flnd^in  aoeh  a 
situation.  This  Is  the  well-known  sea- 
blush,  Valerianeila  congesta.  which  we 
commonly  meet  with  In  tha  Spring  as  a 
bright,  pink  flowered  plant  a  few  inches 
high,  making  a  dense  and  sliowy  growth 
on  rocky  slopes  and  terraces.  But  here 
are  plants  of  quite  a  different  habit.  One 
of  them  I  brought  home.  It  is  eighteen 
inches  high  with  thick  stems  and  pro- 
fusely branched,  and  with  no  less  than 
seventy  clustera  of  flowers.  Near  by  the 
large  Mimulus  langsdorfll  is  4n  flower,  but 
I  have  often  seen  much  larger  and  showier 
stieclmens.  But  the  beauty  of  the  spot  Is 
undoubtedly  the  marsh  hollyhock.  Sldalcea 
hendersoni,  a  plant  three  feet  or  more  high. 
With  dark  green  foliage  and  crowned  with 
Closely  packed  elongated  clusters  of  rose- 
red  flowers,  whose  petals  are  silky  in  tex- 
ture and  look  Individually  like  miniature 
hollyhocks.  It  is  a  really  striking  plant 
and  Is  probably  our  most  showy  native.  On 
the  bare  patches  of  the  swamp  floor  a 
small  plantain  grows,  with  very  narrow 
leaves.  Plantago  blgelovia.  Btgalo#'i 
piniitain,  a  rather  pretty  gra.ss,  Alra 
praecox,  or  the  little  hair-graas,  with  Its 
very  abundant  flowering  stems  far  more 
conspicuous  than  the  quiet  unobtrusive 
blades:  and  the  false  whit«  forgot -me -not, 
Allocarya  callfomica,  with  Its  wide- 
spreading.  stifTly-halred  prostrate  branchei 
and  little  white  flowers.  One  of  the  na- 
tive clovers,  TrifoUum  flmbrlatum  or  the 
fringed  clover.  Is  luxuriant  In  Its  green 
parts,  but  the  flower-heads,  whose  Indi- 
vidual blooms  are  purple  tipped  with 
White,  an  smaller  than  usual. 

As  we  return  to  the  boat  we  sea  tha 

beach  pea  with  its  rich  purple-blua  flow- 
ers, so  like  those  of  our  garden  avOrlaating 
pea  except  In  color.  This  la  Lathyrua 
marltlma.  Here,  too,  is  the  sea  sand- 
spurrey.  Spergula  marina,  a  coarse  gland<* 
ular  hairy  plant  with  pinkish  flowers.  It 
seems  a  poor  ending  to  the  wonderful  dis- 
play of  color  we  have  witnessed  on  tha 
flowery  island  at  our  doors.

The  kind  of  sun-gog- 
gles most  of  us  are  wearing  are  really  not 
good  for  us.  Ordinary  colored  blown  glass 
usually  has  wavy  imperfections  in  it  which 
distort  the  vision.  Certain  colors  give  the 
world  outside  a  dark,  stormy  look.  If 
worn  for  long,  this  type  of  lens  is  actually 
depressing.  Also,  the  cheapest  sim- 
glasses  don't  fit  properly. 

"Science  has  perfc  .  ; '(i  sun  kla.s.scs  that 
do  not  distort  vision  or  darken  the  land- 
scape. Even  at  a  moderate  price,  good 
sun-glasses  are  now  constructed  so  that 
they  scientifically  screen  out  most  of  the 
infra-red  and  ultra-violet  rays.

If  you 
wear  glares  for  vi.-,ual  correction,  then 
your  sun -glasses  should  be  optically 
ground.  Your  oculist  can  advise  you. 

"You  cin  tan  around  your  eyes,  if  you 
dislike  the  white  space  that  sometimes 
encircles  them  while  the  rest  of  your  face 
gets  tamed.  Therc'.s  a  new  kiiul  r)f  .s-,in- 
guggle  on  the  market  that  was  developed 
from  a  popular  sun -protective  lotion.  It's 
a  .subtly  darkened  len.s  which  does  not 
change  the  color  of  the  outside  world.  It 
is  unbreakable,  and,  amaslngly  enough, 
is  supplied  with  the  same  filter  which 
makes  this  particular  lotion  so  effective. 

To  keep  eyes  brt^t  and  sparkling,  give 
them  frequent  baths  witJi  an  eye-cle.ir- 
ing  lotion.

Both  thete  motht  have  tlmllar 
life  histories:  first  the  epg,  then  the  larva 
or  grub,  next  chrysalis  (or  resting  stage), 
and  lastly,  the  perfect  Inaeet  that  laya  the 
next  generation  of  eggs. 

A  Prolific  Visitor 

/^F  course,  it  is  the  larva  that  does  the 
v^'  actual  damage,  being  a  voracious 
eater,  but  it  is  best  to  attack  the  Insect  In 

all  Its  forms,  for  the  adult  will  lav  from 
50  to  150  eggs  in  its  brief  winged  existence, 
and  the  eggs  may  hateh  out  In  anything 
from  four  to  fourteen  days.  Thus,  given 
favorable  conditions,  the  moth  population 
in  a  house  may  multiply  alarmingly  if 
allowed 

First  of  ail,  it  is  wise  to  get  rid  of  all 
egga  that  can  possibly  be  dislodged  by  a 
thorough  cleaning  of  diav-.!  is,  a  brushing 
and  beating  of  carpets,  paying  particular 
attention  to  the  folds  of  any  material. 
The  larva  finds  It  easiest  to  eat  away  at 
folds,  such  as  pleats,  and  it  is  in  such 
places  that  the  eggs  are  usually  found.  A 
vacuum  cleaner  is  a  grMt  help  In  this  at- 
tack on  possible  eggs. 

Pry  Cleaning  a  Help 

SCRUPUIX>US  cleanliness  of  cupboards, 
boxes,  and  the  garments  stored  there- 
in, Is  a  preat  dlscouragemcnf  both  because 
it  dislodges  iictual  eggs  and  also  because 
motha  always  prefer  materials  that  have  • 
little  aoap  or  traces  of  dry  cleaning  appar- 
ent. Professional  dry  Cleaning  seems  to 
have  a  definitely  deterrent  effect,  as  also 
do  clothes  cleaned  at  home  with  carbon, 
tetrachloride  or  petrol. 

In  attacking  the  growing  insect,  either 
In  Ita  larval  or  winged  stage,  we  have  three 
main  weapons:  fluid  sprays,  vapor  of  dif- 
ferent types,  and  special  powder  that  iiiils 
by  contact  A  combination  of  these  methr 
ods  should  enable  any  house  to  consider 
itself  moth-proof,  in  addition,  we  have 
the  opportunity  of  sending  any  really 
valuable  furs  or  carpets  that  are  not  being 
used  during  the  warmer  months  into  spe- 
cial storage.  Certain  firms  guarantee 
safety  from  moths,  and  it  is  worth  while 
maldng  u.se  of  this  in  rxrcptional  caseS. 

Vapour  and  Sprays 

FLXhD  sprays  are  useful  if  a  cupboard 
or  article  of  furniture  is -definitely  .full , 
of  moths  readily  visible.    Zt  la  a  qiUek'

Or  maybe  you  and  yours  prefer  your 
cofTre  black  anyhow  But  I  don't,  and 
I  take  cream  to  a  picmc  in  a  little  glass 
Jar  with  tight  screw  top,  and  wrap  it  in 
a  cloth  wrung  out  of  cold,  water  and  with 
several  folds  of  paper  on  the  outside  of 
that.  Lump  sugar  always  seems  to  me 
handie.st  for  the  picnic  lunch  Of  course, 
if  you  make,  a  fire  antl  boll  or  percolate 
your  coffee  over  It.  you  don  t  need  thia 
suKRcstion  This  picnic,  however,  U  like 
my  lunch  this  noon.  In  a  place  where  you 
cant  bolld  a  fire  and  eook.  but  Just  sit 
cmt  of  doors  and  eat  a  ready-made  tiineh:

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method  of  killing,  but  practically  all  theae 
sprays  evaporate  in  about  half  an  hour,  ao 
the  effect  Is  not  laiiluig.  Vapors,  ranging 
irom  the  well-known  moth  balla.  hapt|M« 
lene,  lavender  and  other  punpent  oils.  Ui 
the  extremely  potent  paradicliioroben- 
zene,  has  a  more  lasting  attest. 

Thi.s  last  named,  much  uaed  lO  America, 
where  the  prevalent  central  heating  has 
made  moths  a  real  danger,  is  extremely 
powerful,  one  oz  being  equal  to  one  pound 
of  napthaiene.  It  is  a  definite  Insecticide 
(most  of  the  other  substances  are  more  of 
a  detcrrnit  than  actually  deadly),  and 
should  be  used  in  the  folh  iwiiit^  propor- 
tions: six  ounces  sprinkled  about  in  a 
cupboard  of  100  cubic  feet  capacity,  tad 
two  ounces  sprinkled  over  each  100  .square 
yards  of  carpet.  The  crystals  give  off  a 
pungent  odor,  and  the  best  results  are  ob- 
tained by  making  the  room  OT  CUpbOMd 
airtight  for  about  two  days. 

Killing  the  Larva 

THE  powder  recommended  is  an  ex- 
tremely powerful  contact  poison  for 
all  Insects,  Including,  of  course,  moths.  It 
can  be  sprinkled  among  clothes,  bedding, 
*hd  on  carpets,  but  Is  most  easily  applied 
by  means  (jf  a  patent  bellows  obtailiaUe 
_from  the  makers.  It  has  no  unpleasant, 
smell,  is  perfectly  harmless  to  everything 
but  insect  life,  and,  what  la  moil  Impor- 
tant, remains  potent  indefinitely.  This  Is 
of  great  advantage  In  cases  where  it  is  im- 
possible to  do  thorough  cleaning  (such  at 
in  the  crevices  of  hoL-waler  pipes  wrapped 
with  feitt  and  so  dislodge  eggs.  The  pow- 
der once  blown  on  to  the  suspected  place 
win  remain  powerful  and  ready  to  kill  the 
larva  immediately  the  eggs  hatch  out 

It  Is  well  worth  spraying  the  powder 
over  any  articles  that  are  to  be  stoifd 
away,  and  also  to  blow  it  into  crevices  IB 
the  cupboards,  behind  radiator.*,  in  fapk 
everywhere  where  the  Inaeett  might  hurk. 
In  old  hou.ses  where  there  are  many  crev- 
ices in  the  Hour  boards,  tins  powder  is  the 
only  reaUy  satisfactory  metM  fbr  detl* 
ing  with  moths  that  Infett  ewpetak 

An  Early  Ofiilaiiflit 

IT  is  well  to  begin  treatment  In  early 
Spring,  when  the  largest  number  of 
moths  are  still  in  the  larval  stages : .  this 
prevents  m  crop  of  ,  adujta  laylBg  -Heah 

stores  of  eggs. 

If  valuable  furs  have  already  become 
attacked  It  is  quite  possible,  by  usln^  ai  .y 
or  all  of  the  method.s  de.scribed,  to  free 
them  at  home.  Many  people  will  prefer, 
however,  to  send  them  for  profe.sslonal 
treatment,  and  this  certainly  .seems  to 
have  the  advantage  of  makmi;  them  seem 
quite  obnoxious  to  all  future  moth  visitors. 

Modem  moths  have  an  a4tantage  hnt 
their  ancestors  In  llvint;  in  a  centrally- 
heated  world,  but  modern  science  iias 
made  life  more  dangeroua  for  tttem  aim. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  houaeholdor  tO' hlKlpi 
in  combating  them.

Control  o(  Bulb  Diseases 
By  the  Hot  Water  Method

THE  immersion  ot  narcisjsus  bulb«  In 
h«t  water  with  a  funglcuip  added 
is  one  of  th^  most  Important  mear*^ 
ures  that  has  been  developed  for  the 
maintenance  of  bulba  In  food  heaith. 

If  70U  are  a  bulb  grower  and  neglect  to 
give  your  narcissus,  bulbs  the  hot  water 
treatment,  you  are  choosing  the  hardeat 
way  to  stay  In  the  bulb  producing  busi- 
ness. Bulb  nematodes,  ijarclssus  fly.  bulb 
scale  mites,  etc  ,  when  unchecked  pro- 
gressively weaken  the  Dulbs  and  create 
lavorable  conditions  lor  inroads  of  Xungus 
diseases.  By  hot  water  treatment  you 
can  check  these  pesl.s  and  reduce  funEus 
diseases  to  a  minumum.  Here  are  a  few 
observations  made  by  the  Laboratory  ol 
Plant  Pathology,  Saanirhton,  on  the  re- 
sults of  hot  water  treatment  in  British 
Columbia. 

A  stock  of  the  bicolor  VUtoru  w.a.s  in- 
fested with  narii.s.su.s  fly  that  developed 
in  three  years  uUo  a  50  per  cent  Infesta- 
tion. The  bulb  grower  gave  up  and  an- 
f.ther  crower  who  had  hot  water  equip- 
ment took  over  the  stock.  This  grower 
gaTe  the  bulbi  a  onf treatment  In 
a  fi  per  cent  formalin  solution  at  110 
degrees  F.  He  cut  a  lull  crop  of  flowers 
fw  sale  Hi  the  ftiet  year,  goti  rid  nf  the 


degrees  F    befort  touneralng  the  buiba. 

When  the  bulba  are  Immersed  In  solu- 
tions of  UO  degrees  K.  the  drop  in  tem- 
perature to  IM-IOS  degrees  P.  requires  al- 
most an  hour  to  bring  back  to  110 
degrees  P.  Injury  may  result  from  such 
prohmgad  Irealmant  ■ 

Be.st  re.sult.s  are  obtained  by  treating 
aiound  Augujit  15-3U.  LaUe  trcatipenls 
are  less  efficient  both  In  eonUt>l  of  peata 

and  in  causing  greater  Injury. 

Early  treatments  may  Injure  the 
flowers  of  a  few  tender  vartaUea,  but 
seldom  harm  the  bulba. 

Transplant  Thinnings 
Ot  Hardy  Annuals 

IT  IS  -ttheer  waste  of  good  material  to 
throw  away  the  superfluous  plants 
when  thinniMK  hardy  annual.s,  if  you  have 
a  bit  of  unoccupied  ground  in  the  garden. 
These  thinnings  flower  beautifully  If  llftad 
and  tran.'planted  with  care. 

The  display  is  a  Uttle  later,  perhaps,  but 
that  Is  an  advantage.    It  means  that  the 

bed.s  and  borders  receive  reinforcement 
just  at  a  time  when  they  need  it. 
To  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  risk  of  root

fly  and  other  para.slte.s,  and  this  .stock  Is 
now  in  good  health,  showing  good  growth, 
good  color,  and  freedom  from  dUaaae. 

Another  Example 

ANOTHER  demonstration  of  disease 
control  thrnuKh  the  hot  water  treat- 
ment was  observed  in  the  case  of  Oolden 
Spur  and  Obvallaris.  These  early  trumpet 
varieties  are  very  susceptible  to  the 
Botrytls  ".smoulder  '  disease.  The  grower 
dug  a  part  ot  his  .stock  and  gave  them  a 
one-hour  treatment  m  5  per  cent  formalin 
at  110  degrees  F  The  treated  bulba  had 
less  than  i  per  cent  botrytls  Infection 
this  year,  while  the  untreated  stock  con- 
tained more  than  30  per  cent  botrytls 
smoulder  disease. 

Perhaps  the  most  striking  Illustration 
of  the  remarkable  results  of  the  hot 
water  treatment  was  that  seen  In  the 
stock  of  King  Alfred  at  a  Fraser  Valley 
bulb  farm  This  .«tock  was  in  poor  shape 
three  year.s  ago  with  over  10  piT  cent  In- 
fested with  narcissus  fly.  mites  and 
botryris  smoulder  disease.  The  grower  ' 
brouKht  h.s  problem  to  us  and  we  recom- 
mended to  hirr.  to  sive  the  bulbs  a  one- 
hour  treatment  m  5  per  cent  formaUn  In 
110  degrees  P.  We  suggested  that  he  use 
an  old  oil  drum  for  the  job  He  carried 
o  ir  .>  rerommendati'on.  This  Spring 
hi.s  i)..ii.M.i<  of  King  Alfred  bulbs  was  the 
best  Dr.  Drayton  has  ever  seen  Dr. 
Drayton  Is  the  Dominion's  best  authority 
on  bulbs  and  h,i.s  visited  the  bulb  fields 
of  Holland,  so  his  remark  that  this  Is  the 
best  planting  he  haa  'ever  seen  has  great 
signiticance. 

All  these  observations  are  concerned 
with  the  ont  -li  •  "  atment.  The  one-  , 
hour  tn  itin(  i\L  .  >.  idI  narcLssus  fly.  bulb 
mites,  bulb  scale  mites  and-chccks  fungus 
diseases  It  will  control  the  bulb  nema- 
tode in  uis  but  not  in  n!»rplRSU8. 

Makeshift  Equipment 

ANYONE  can  carry  out   a  one-hour 
treatment   with   makeyhlft  cheap 

-equipment  if  h«  foUow.s  dir»"rtion.s  rlo.sely. 

We  suggest  usini|f  a  second-hand  oil 
drum  of  about  lOQ  galldns  capacity  which 
may  be  .set  over  a  trenrh  in  Mie  ground 
or  over  a  built-up  rock  hre-box  This 
tank  should  b«  filled 'to  two-Uktfds  full 
(Sixty  galliiii^'  with  flv  pitit.s  (  nmmerfial 
formalin  added.  Now  make  a  hre  and 
heat  the  solution  to  114-115  degrees  F., 
then  rake  out.  the  fire  and  Immerse  aa 
many  .sacks  of  bulbs  as  the  tank  will  hold, 
and  cover  the  tank  with  a  wooden  lid. 
Take  the  bulbs  nut  after  one  hour.  Our 
experience  revealed  that  the  immersion, 
of  the  bulbs  brings  the  temperature  down 
to  about  110  de«ree,s  K.  and  that  thi.s 
temperature  rcmams  practically  constant 
for  the  duration  of  the  treatment.  The 
heat  ab.sorbt>(l  trim  h^i  ashes  com- 
pensates' for  the  lobS  ul  radiation.  • 

In  the  treatment  of  narcissus  bull» 
afTected  with  the  bulh  nematode  the 
temperature  of  llU-112  degrees  F.  must 
be  maintained  (or  at  least  three  hours. 
Treating  tanks  for  su(  h  tuMtuHnts  must 
be  better  equipped  than  the  simple  device 
Just  described.  Usually  a  hot  water  or 
steUm  heating  system  is  rcciulred. 

Temperature  Control 

IF  the  heatinn  .sj  item  Is  a  closed  one, 
that  l.s.  the  hot  water  or  steam  does 
not  flow  into  the  tank  the  temperature 
control  is  regulated  by  valves.  The  treat- 
ing equipment  of  Laiigley  Grepnhou.se. 
Lannley  Praine,  and  Mr.  Dempster,  Vic- 
toria, are  examples  If  the  .system  is  an 
open  one,  with  the  solution  flowing 
through  the  heating  unit,  the  temperature 
control  is  usually  regulated  by  a  series 
of  dampers  which  check  the  fire.  The 
treating  equipment  of  Wooldrldge  Bulb 
Kann.s.  .Sidney,  and  of  O.  Vantrelght, 
Gordon  Head,  are  examples 

Whatever  equipment  Is  u.scd  the  cor- 
rect procedure  .should  be  to  raise  the 
treating  solution  to  114-115  degrees  F.  be- 
fore Immersing  the  bulbs,  so  that  the 
temperature  of  110  degrees  F.  Is  attained 
In  the  least  possible  time.  The  immersion 
of  the  bulbs  iftually  lowers  Uie  tempera- 
ture 4-5  degrees,  therefore  the  one  or 
three  hour  treatment  period  may  be 
counted  within  fifteen  minutes  if  the 
Itmptratvrt  hiu  beta  broughl  to  114-111 


and  lift  in  small  groups  with  a  label,  hand 
iork.  table  fork,  or  trowel,  according  to  the 
conditions. 

The  object  of  using  these  tools  l.s  to  se- 
cure a  httie  soil  with  the  roots  and  avoid 
breaking  the  tiny  fibres  that  enaurt  rai^d 
re-e.sfabiishment.  Having  lifted,  separate 
the  seedlings  carefully  with  the  fingers, 
and  replant  as  quickly  as  possible. 

If  any  appreciable  time  must  elap.se. 
wrap  the  root  end  of  the  seedlings  In  damp 
paper  or  a  rhubarb  leaf,  the  lattar  being 
ono  of  the  finest  things  out  for  keeping 
growth  fresh.  '  > 

Evils  of  Congestion 

ON  no  account  defer  the  thinning  until 
there  is  the  least  hint  of  congestion, 
otherwise  you  will  get  spindling  between 
the  seed  leaves  and  the  .soil  level,  with  tts 
consequent  risk  of  canker. 

After  planting,  water  thoroughly,  and 
repeat  as  often  a.s  e.ssential  until  growth 
rci>tarus.  U  you  see  any  signs  of  droopmg, 
support  the  plant  concerned  with  the 
lightest  of  twigs,  or  tie  the  ma)n  stem 
loosely  to  a  suitable  atake. 

Pollowlrig  are  appropriate  planting  dis- 
t.uue.s  .scabious,  lark.spurs,  annual  chry- 
santhemums, nigellas,  cornflowers,  calen- 
dulas and  bartoniaa.  twelve  inches;  Cali« 
fornian  poppies  racallaa  andaplralcancljr- 
tuft,  nine  inches. 

In  all  cases  .set  the  seed  leaves  half  an 
inch  above  soil  h  vel.  and  If  you  are  filling 
gaps  in  the  herbaceous  border — a  lovely 
.setting —  make  bold  groups  of  each  plant. 

Should  you  be  filling  a  border,  arrange 
it  to  a  beautiful  patt<>rn  design.  Diamonds, 
circles,  ovals,  triangles,  half-circles  can  be 
worked  in.  Set  one  kind  of  plant  and  one 
color  In  each  panel,  and  see  that  the  colors 
as  a  whole  will  go  well  together. 

If  you  are  planting  beds,  go  in  for  one 
or  two«eoior  schemes,  which  are  effective. 


After  the  laat  flower  on  your  cycla- 

mf-n  has  faded,  no  new  leaves  are  being 
lormed.  and  the  older  leaves  are  droop- 
ing, gradually  reduce  the  water  aupply 
and  let  the  .soil  get.  quite  dry  Give  no 
water  during  the  period  o^  rest,  but  keep 
the  soil  nicely  molat  whea  irowtk  u 
active. 


Don't  use  either  a  liquid   or   a  dry 

fertilizer  on  dry  soil  Liquid*  applied 
under  such  conditions  cause  root  scald, 
while  artlflolala  also  scald  the  rooU,  but 
cannot  dl.s.solve.  and  therefore  are  no 
good.  When  the  ground  is  very  dry,  water 
a  few  hours  before  each  application,  and 
after  ualng  the  artlflciali.  atlr  them  in.

OLONIES  of  bee.s  In  hollow  trees.  In 
rtween  walls  of  buildings,  or 
^unilar  UK'a'ions  selected  by 
swannii,  under  natural  conditions,  present 
a  different  arrangement  of  the  brobdnest 
than  is  the  ca.se  where  man-made  hives 
are  used  to  house  the  bee.s.  Runaway 
swarms  of  this  type  have  Very  little  choice' 
In  the  architectural  dcsi^jn  of  the  en- 
trance to  their  new  home,  states  Ed. 
Braun,  'Dominion  Experimental  Farm, 
Brandon.  Man.  It  may  be  a  knothole,  a 
Kht  between  the  siding,  or  the  wide  oiien- 
Ing  of  a  chimney  top.  However,  the 
choice  of  the  location  of  the  broodnest. 
above  or  below  the  entrance,  is  frequently 
not  delimited  by  vertical  .space,  so  that  the 
bees  may  build  their  comb  wherever  they 
choose.  Observant  beekeepers,  chancing 
upon  such  stray  swarm.^  of  bees,  content 
that  bi  the  majority  of  such  caises  the 
broodnest  is  located  below  the  entrance. 

An  experiment  was  started  at  the  Do- 
minion Experimental  StatldnsI  In  Mani- 
toba In  1830  to  determine  If  there  would 
be  any  advantage  in  having  the  entrance 
at  the  top  of  the  hive  Instead  of  the  bot- 
•  torn.  Five  colonies  cf  uiiifi  i:;  ■  l;Mi 
v/ere  selected  for  each  of  the  upper  and 
lower-entrance  group.s  The  estimated 
requirements  of  super.s,  for  the  upper- 
entrance  colonies,  for  the  entire  sea.vjri, 
were  supplied  at  one  time,  Just  previous  to 
tl)e  main  honeyflow.  These  additional 
supers  wtra  added  Immediately  below  the

bees.  The  object  of  the  experiment  was 
to  ascertain  if  this  sy.stcm  reduced  the 
labor  in  handling,  to  note  itj>  effect  on  the 
swarming  tendencies  of  the  colonies  and 
the  amount  of  honey  that  wai  produced 
in  comparison  with  the  lower-entrance 
colonies  where  the  broodchamber  was  kept 
at  the  bottom  of  the  hive  and  the  hom  y 
supers  supplied  above  the  broodnest, 
periodically,  as  required. 

Causes  Much  Confusion 
IVE  years'  experimental  resuita  IndU 

ated  that  the  sudden  elevati<m  o!  liie 
upper-entrance  at  the  beginning  of  the 
honeyflow  caused  considerable  confusion 
to  the  field  bee.s  and  re.suUed  in  drifting 
of  such  ^ecs  tu  neighboring  hives.  During 
examinations  of  these  upperrcntrance 
coloiiies,  the  held  be&s  Hew  around  aim- 
lesslyL  sometimes  causing  the  operator 
consl|aerable  trouble,  by  flying  around  hia 
lace  In  large  numl^rs  and  alighting  on  his 
clothing.  In  a  general  way.  the  colony 
moralle  was  completely  detitrnyed  for  sev- 
eral hours  after  the  examination  had  been 
completed  The  placing  of  the  upper- 
t nuance  on  an  adjoinuig  colony,  or  ele- 
vated super  next  to  the  hive,  somewliat 
alleviated  the  above  trouble,  but,  did  not 
euminatf  it  entirely.  It  lequucd  more 
time  to  examine  an  upper  than  a  lower- 
entrance  colony. 

I'he  theory  that  the  bees  would  ijradu- 
ally  extend  their  broodnest  downward,  in 
the  uppei -cut raiu  e  colonies,  so  that  by 
all  the  broodnest  would  be  m  the  lowest 
.si^cr  and  the  honey  In  the  supers  above. 
wa\  not  borne  out  in  actual  practice  In 
the  laajority  of  colonies  the  bees  chewed 
through  the  newspaper  separating  the 
lower  .supers  from  the  broodnest  ahd  be- 
gan storing  nectar  Indiscriminately 
throughout  the  lower  supers.  This  caused 
4  oonstfiction  of  the  broodnest,  and 
H  iirming  •  or  supersedure  iwipuJ.ses  were 
111  evidence.  In  s^e  of.  the  colonies 
the  broodnest  coverecT  two  or  three  frame* 
m  the  top  broodchamber.  and  extended 
downward.s.  through  the  centre  of  all  the 
supers  to  the  bottom.  The  swarming  ten- 
dencleawcre  a.s  pronriunced  in  upper  as  in 
lower-entrance  colonies.  i 

In  no  year  for  Che  duration  of  the  ex- 
periment did  'he  upper-entrance  colonies 
exceed  the  lower-entrance  colonies  in 
honey  production.  On  a  five-year  basis, 
the  lower-ciitraiice  colonies  produced  an 
average  of  190  pounds  as  compared  with 
an  average  of  159.4t  pounds  for  the  upper<- 
ei.trar.ce  cm. mies.  The  above  results  show 
that  the  upper-entrance.s  do  not  compare 
favorably  with  lower-entrances  in  reduc- 
ing the  amount  of  labor  required  in  their 
rare,  in  reducing  the  swarming  te^Mlenclea) 
or  providing  higher  average  ylelda  per 
eokmy.  tjbtnton  they  •  cannot  be  raeom- 
mtndad  for  Summer  uac.

aii.swcr  all  tho.se  questions  nor  glVe  UsUng 
baliAiaciion  and  pleasure. 

If  you  want  a  place  of  beauty,  a  minia- 
ture paradise,  a  "sanctus  sanctorium," 
which  will  not  only  be  the  envy  of  your 
iieiglibuts  but  will  :>luiiulate  an  ever^in- 
ereaslng  Interest,  a  fascinating  hobby,  anu 
which  will  amply  repay  for  time  and 
.money  apent,  look  into  llie  subject  of 
lilies.  Of  these  there  are  ao  many  varie- 
ties that  you  can  have  them  blooming 
Iiom  the  end  of  May  until  frost.  If  you 
go  to  camp  for  the  Buinmer  there  will  be 
.s.iinelhing  awaiting  your  return  other  than 
the  prospect  of  daily  monotonous  routine. 

Among  the  many  species  of  UUea.  of 
which  there  are  over  200,  there  are  many 
that  can  be  easily  grown  and  •that  will 
multiply  readily  there;  there  are  others 
that  .should  be  avoided  unless  the  gardener 
has  plenty  of  time  and  patience,  as  well  as 
proper  facilities.  Therefore,  on  this  aub- 
Ject,  there  are  really  two  main  faeton  to 
be  considered 

11)  Trcaiment  of  iiiies  in  general. 

12)  Lilies  (or  the  beginner. 

Ground  Preparation 

UNDER  the  first  'heading  one  might 
merge  the  sub-title  "Orouiui  Prepar- 
ation for  Lihes, '  which  is  practically  syn- 
onymous. Whether  it  be  a  "city  lot  or  a 
large  garden,  there  Is  a  general  principle 
(hat  should  be  followed  First  study  your 
soil  conditions,  for  this  is  of  vital  impor- 
tance. If  your  land  has  good  drainage 
and  plenty  of  good  rich  humus,  you  will 
have  Uttle  trouble  at  the  outset,  for  the 
first  essential  Is  "All  lilies  must  have  good 
drainage  "  Al.so  soli  must  be  built  up 
year  by  year  not  with  manure  nor  arti- 
'  flcial  fertilizer,  ^ut  by  adding  rotted  leaves, 
leaf  mould  and  peat.  This  may  be  done 
a.s  a  top  dressing  before,  frosts  commence. 
During  the  Winter  inonths  the  bulbs  are 
thus  protected  and  by  the  Spring  the  added 
iduiishment  has  not  ohly  fed  but  quite 
hkt  ly  increased  your  bulb  supply,  and  the 
resuita  will  speak  for  them.selve> 

If  the  .soil  is  of  clayey  substance,  then  a 
liberal  quantity  of  fine  sand  should  be 
mixed  with  it.  thus  breaking  and  mak, 
it  friable.  When  preparing  a  lily  bed.  dig 
the  ground  to  a  depth  of  two  feet,  putting 
well  rotted  manure  4t  the  bottom  and  add- 
ing a  fairly  heavy  layer  of  coarse  sand 
above  that,  thus  giving  the  loundation  lyr 
drainage.  With  this  preliminary  treat- 
ment the  ground  Is  now  .set  that  will  uive 
hUes  a  long  and  healthy  liie,  for  once  iney 


require  a  rather  moist  leafy  or 
peaty  soil  which  con^alnji  plenty  of 
humus.  In  closely -packed  or  poor  soil 
tfat  gMVtlili  waak  and  tte  flowem  nuOL 


Practical  Knowledge  pf 

Judging  Dairy  Cartie 

Asset  to  Farmer 

I  '  " 

NEARLY  all  farmers  have  .some  in- 
terest in  llvestocic,  and  the  ni.tn  who 
is  desirous  ol  maintaining  unilormiiy  in 
his  herd  should  have  a  practical  knowl- 
edge of  livestock  judging  and  breed  type 
It  IS  often  true  that  a  good  producing 
cow  may  not  be  very  pleasing  from  a  type 
standpoint,  yet  it  Is  al.so  a  fact  that  pro- 
ducUon  and  true  dairy  type  are  a  com- 
bination that  should  be  sought  after  and 
maintained  in  farm  herd.s  This  will  not 
only  increase  the  owner  s  interest  in  the 
herd,  but  wiU  be  a  distinct  advanUge 
when  individuals  are  offered  for  sale. 
Being  able  to  select  animals  that  will  be 
economical  producers  and  also  conform 
to  the  desired  breed  type  will  he  a  de- 
cided a.v.sei  to  the  stock  farmer. 

l-'uur  major  points  should  be  kept  In 
mind  In  Judging  dairy  cattle.  First,  the 
mammary  sy.stem,  which  is  the  udder, 
the  iniik  veins  and  the  mUk  wells;  these 
together  rate  from  30  to  35  points  out 
of  a  tot.al  of  100.  When  In  full  milk  a 
good  udder  will  be  large,  extending  well 
forward  knd  far  up  behind  and  firmly 
attached  to  the  body.  lU  quarters  should 
be  even  with  very  Uttle  separation  be- 
tween them,  and  the  bottom  nearly  le\el 
When  milked  out  the  udder  .should  be 
much  reduced  in  size,  pliablr-.  and  the 
skin  loose  and  soft.  Always  look  out  for 
defects,  suchaa  lumps  In  the  udder,  which 
are  an  indication  of  mastitis.  The  siae 
and  shape  of  the  teats  is  very  i-n»portant 
from  the  standpoint  of  dlseafe* and  of 
convenience  in  milking  Mammary  veUis 
apd  milk  wells  should  be  well  distributed 
and  pronounced  tn  the  maturd^  eow. 

Dairy  Tcmpcraificnt 

THE  second  pqint  is  dairy  tempera- 
ment This  i'  1  quaUty  that  Indi- 
cates ablUty  to  (di  .'  rt  food  into  milk. 
Cows  of  the  dairy  breada  ahould  lack  a 
beefy  appearance,  the  bones  being  fairly 
prominent  and  not  heavily  fleshed.  Size 
of  udder  is  alao  conaldered.  txtreme 
thlnne.s.s  ber;ni.se  of  lack  of  ff>od.  or  flf'Sh- 
tng  before  calving,  should  not  be  confused 
with  dairy,  temperament. 
rb9  thM  point  to  eonalder  U  body 

capacity  and  size  All  other  thlnes  being 
^qual.  the  larger  cow  is  preferred,  and  all 
breeds  have  a  standard  of  weight.  Aa  It 
takes  feed  to  produr*  milk  the  cnm  mu.n 
have  capacity  for  feed,  this  will  mean  a 
ivtU-eprung  imt  rib.  a  falrlr  loog 


are  planted  they  .should  not  be  disturbed 
so  with  well  prepared  ground  this  problem 
haa  been  eliminated.

IF  it  IS  possible,  visit  a  Uly  farm  before 
deciding,  and  "spot"  them  where  they 
are  growing  Do  not  import  bulbs  from 
abroad  or  plant  m  the  Spnng.  or  your  hrst 
attempt  may  be  your  last.  Importdd  m 
storage  bulbs  may  be  dried  out.  luivnm  no 
tap  ruuU  iba^al  roots »,  such  bulbs  have 
probably  been  out  of  the  ground  for  weeka, 
perhaps  for  monih.s.  and  would  require 
more  patience,  experience  and  time  than 
the  average  business  man  possesses  to  five 
even  meagre  satisfacticui,  much  le.ss  en- 
couragement. Obtain  your  bulbs  direct 
from  the  grower  after  they  have  bloomed 
ii.  the  Fall  Lily  bulbs  .should  be  planted 
at  no  other  time  uf  the  year.  You  should 
inaiat  on  lull  planting  Instructions  at  the 
time  of  getting  your  bulbs  .such  a.s  depth 
of  planting,  lime  resistant  or  otherwise, 
sun  or  partial  shade,  steam  or  base-root- 
ing, etc.  Any  Illy  grower  should  be  glad 
to  assist  you  in  planting  a  lily  bed  and  get 
you  started  off  on  the  right  loot. 
— But  you  must  give  eoma  time  l>  pre- 
limmary  treatment  on  the  subject  and 
personally  sujjervise  preparation  of  the 
giutuid,  and  If  you  do  hire  garden  " 
see  that  plantmp  iii>ti '.ir'.i'ms  are  implic- 
itly followed  for  each  particular  speciei.

deep  body,  good  heart  an^  lung  capacity 
and  deep  broad  chest. 

The  fourth  point  to  consuli  r  is  health 
and  viKor.  Thi.s  should  be  apparent  m 
'aU  breeding  animals,  to  stand  the  alrain 
of  bearing  yoimg  and  producing  a  profit- 
able milk  yield  the  animal  must  have  a 
good  coiislilulion. 

The  summary  of  these  points  Is,  that 
the  cow  to  be  a  piMf.'  ihle  producer  must 
have  health,  vigoi.  .vuindne.ss,  superior 
dairy  temperament,  large  capacity  for 
fee<l,  good  he.Trt.  lung.s  and  circulatory 
system,  and  a  weU-developed  mammary 
system. 

Tf  purebred.^  ar«  under  eonslderatlon,  a 
knowledge  of  breed  type  is  needed.  Al- 
though the  poInU  for  a  good  cow  hold 
true  in  all  breeds,  breed  type  must  be 
kept  in  mind  when  Judging  a  purebred 
or  a  grade  of  a.  particular  breed.  Oood 
type  and  high  production  muai  be  comV 
bined. 


Two  Excellent  Flowers 

To  Sow  for  Cutting 

THE  value  of  gaillardla.s  and  coieopsls 
for  cuttmg,  alike  for  Iriome  and  mar- 
k.  t.  Is  known  to  alL  It  will  be  well,  then, 
to  t.ike  advantage  of  the  present  oppor- 
tunity to  raise  new  stock  from  seed. 

Galllardlas  and  coreopsU  grandlflora. 
the  sort  recommended  for  <  uttlng.  are 
,  strictly  speaking  perennial*.  But  both 
give  splendid  resulU  when  treated  aa 
biennial.s  Thus  sirr\  ,viwn  noW  wlli  pro- 
vide plants  which  wiU  produce  masses  of 
bloom  next  Summer. 

Moreriver  both  plants  will  produce  a 
plentiful  supply  of  ofT-seU  to  give  further 
plants  for  the  following  year. 

To  make  sure  of  good  germina' :r,n  at 
thi.s  time  of  year,  it  i*  essential  to  sow  tn 
well  prepared  soil,  pig  a  foot  deep  and 
into  each  square  yard  half  a  pailful  ot 
leaf  mould  or  six  ouncea  of  granulate^ 
peal 

Make  the  drills  thiee  quarters  of  an 
Inch  deep,  line  them  with  a  very  thin 
layer  of  sifted  leaf  mould  and  space  out 
the  sf-eds  thinly  Fill  In  with  fine  soil 
and  make  thoroughly  f^rm  with  a  board. 
Following  this  method  you  ran  rely  on 
pretty  well  100  per  cent  germination. 

In  July  the  seedlings  will  b«^come  large 
enough  for  removal  to  the  flowering 
quarters.  Olve  them  a  well  dug  bat  not 
nvrr-manured  Mil.  Set  the  young  plantJi 
a  foot  apart  In  rows  well  ^mced  to  permit 
of  eaay  evltlTatlon.

Menes,  first  of  the  Pharohs,  lived  about 
8300  B.C.  It  is  a  huge  tomb,  forty-five 
yards  long,  and  was  once  covered  wltn 
mud  plaster,  which  in  its  turn  was  covered 
with  reed  mats.  There  are  hundreds  of 
pottery  vessels  bearing  the  name  King 
Aha,  identified  with  Meiies  by  many  ex- 
IJerts  It  is  the  biggest  collection  known 
Inscribed  with  onemame.  There  are  aisj 
great  numbers  of  clay  .seallngs  for  wine 
}ara.  similarly  inscribed,  and  many  de- 
signs, including  huhiihg  aeana^  The  tomb 
had  been  plundered  yean  ago. — From  Tha 
Children's  Newspaper.

Fortunately  the  (Ire  was  put  out  be- 
fore It  had  destroyed  es.sential  features, 
and  as  the  building  Is  covered  by  Insur- 
ance little  harm  will  be  done  to  the  hos- 
pital. 

The  building  which  was  burnt  is  the 
old  home  of  Mr.  Stanley  Gordon  high  on 
the  downs  in  Banstead  Woods.  This  lover 
of  little  children  gave  It  with  100  acres 
to  the  Princess  Elizabeth  of  York  Hospital 
for  Children,  which  has  been  serving  the 
London  Dock  area  at  Shadwell.  Two  hun- 
dred acres  of  hi.s  grounds  have  been  added 
to  the  Green  Belt  and,  lest  the  view  from 
the  house  should  be  lost.  Mr.  Edward 
lleyerstein  (the  unwearyihg  friend  of 
hospitals)  bought  ihi  oppoaite  hill.

The 
hospital  is  fortunate  in  havinp  as"  its 
secretary  a  man  of  great  enthusiasm.  Sir 
Edward  Fenton.  whol  has  b(^  telling 
how  he  took  a  little  Ea.st  LondnSner  to  .see 
the  place,  and  the  poor  slum  child,  struck 
with  the  wonder  of  !  the  country,  burst 
out:  "Are  these  real  trees'"" 

There  will  be  room  for  300.  It  is 
seventy  years  since  Nathaniel  Heck- 
ford  .set  up  beds  for  ten  children  m  an 
old  w|irahouse  in  the  RatclllT  Highway. 
Charles  Dickens  saw  It  and  appealed  for ' 
public  help,  anrl  the  re.sult  wa«  imme- 
diate; the  East  London  Hospital  at  Shad- 
well came  into  existence  with  135  beds 
In.Mead  of  ten.  Today  this  ho.spital  is 
out  of  data,  except  in  lU  new  name,  and 
#111  serva  only  out-patlenU  and  such 
cases  as  cannot  bear  the  ambulance  jour- 
.  ney  to  the  glorious  Banstead  Woods.—

Painted  Walls  of  C  ampo 
Santo 

After  years   of  concentrated 

work  by  skilled  artists  the  famous 
fraacoaa  by  Ooszoii  in  the  Campo 
Santo.  Plaa,  have  baan  raatorad. 

'T'HIRE  must  have  bean  something  like 

i-  our  old-time  English  merriment  in  ona 
of  the  loveliest  greens  in  Europe. 

It  la  the  green  square  under  a  blue  Ital- 
ian sky  which  is  nlorifled  by  Uiat  fjroup  of 
white  marble  beauty,  the  great  cathedral 
of  Flsa.  with  its  exquisite  leaning  tower, 
and  it  s  ^,'lorious  bapti.sti  >  vi  inch  is  so 
shaped  within  that  the  echoes  of  a  voice 
outlast  tha  utterance  of  any  single  note, 
with  tha  rasult  that  if  one  siuks  doh.  ma, 
soh,  doh,  the  four  tdues  blend  to  form  a 
chprd  of  harmony,  although  the  last  note 
is  so  many  beats  after  the  first. 

These  splendors  of  archlt*  cture,  dating 
from  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  centuries, 
are  bounded  on  one  side  by  the  famous 
Campo  Santo,  or  holy  field  God's  acre,  us 
we  say  of  the  consecrated  ground  in  which 
our  dead  are  sleeping.  It  is  one  of  tha 
quietest  and  rarest  corner.s  of  I'aly,  a  gar- 
den of  rest  made  more  than  700  years  ago, 
with  fifty-three  loads  of  soil  brought  from 
Mount  Calvary  included  in  it  It  was  sur- 
rounded in  the  thirteenth  century  by  lofty 
walla  to  form  cloisters,  with  en  Inner  ar- 
cade, .so  that  we  can  vi.dk  round  tha 
four  sides  protected  fro^  the  weather. 

In  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  cen- 
turies the  inner  aides  of  the  walls  were 
painted  with  some  of  the  most  famous 
frescoes  that  have  come  down  to  us,  an 
Immense  v,uTk  entirely  covering  two  aldaa 
of  the  cloisters,  and  extnulmg  on  a 
smaller  scale  to  the  two  end  walls. 

The  preservation  of  these  paintings, 
which  are  the  work  of  Benozzo  Gozzoll.  is 
amcjng  the  inexplicable  mysteries  for  which 
posterity  must  ba  grateful.  Pisa  decked 
herself  with  glory  when  she  was  a  .sover- 
eign city  state,  the  most  powerful  In  the 
Mediterranean,  with  Corsica.  Sardinia, 
and  the  Baleanr  islands  among  her  pos- 
sessions; but  she  fell  before  rival  Italian 
states  and  was  despoiled,  yet  her  sacrad 
buildings  and  this  marvelous  open-air 
picture  gallery  In  the  Campo  Santo  es- 
caped Injury. 

Time,  however,  Is  4lowly  as  destructive 
as  human  armies,  and  the  priceless  fres- 
eoaa  loat  their  freshness  and  were  in 
danger.  They  have  now  been  savad.  While 
architects  have  been  at  work  pre.serving 
the  foundations  of  the  leaning  tower  from 
collapse,  artlau  have  baan  at  work:  raator- 
Ing  the  paintings,  ahd  now,  after  five 
years  of  work,  the  task  has  been  cou- 
platad.  and  tha  elolatara  pbottld  ahoHr  thair 
artistic  glbrlaa  undhnmad  for  gofMrallona 
to  coma. 

Tha  pietvraa  thamaalvaa.  aU '  of  great 

alze,  and  marvelousljr  atOful  in  outline  ~ 
and  compoeiuon,  deal  in  the  main  with 
aubjaeta  from  the  Old  Testament,  but 
there  is  one  .section  which  filled  Chriatlan 
thought  With  gloom  and  terror  for  cen- 
turies. These  pictures  depict  horrifying 
scenes  of  the  future  world  of  the  wtckad. 
In  one  of  them  Satan  himself  sits  in 
dreadful  ecstasy,  with  ona  sinner  in  each  ^ 
bud  while  he  davowa  oChara.

WORTH  THE  WEIGHT 

Workers  wil:  naturally  get  to 
their  places  of  work  earlier  and 
have  to  wait  out.side  the  prem- 
ises until  the  .time  for  work  to 
begin,  but  most  consider  it  is 
worth  it. 

The  idea  of  workmen's  tickets 
began  about  sixty  years  ago 
when  workmen  were  be;ng  di.s- 
placed  from  their  homes  by  the 
building  of  certain  of  the  big 
railway  stations 

Famous  Liverpool  Street  Sta- 
tion In  East  London  was  an  in- 
stance There  the  displaced 
workers  were  offered  special  low 
fares  before  7:30  a.m.  between 
Edmonton,  on  the  northern 
suburbs,  and  their  workplaces  in 
London. 

Gradually  the  companies  in- 
troduced the  tickets  where  they 
thought  was  a  legitimate  de- 
mand— between  the  town  and 
the  workmen's  suburban  areas. 

Ten  years  ago.  the  railway 
rates  tribunal  fixed  the  scale  of 
charges  which  at  present  work 
at  about  4^3  miles  return  for 
5' 2  pence  (eleven  cents >.  ten 
miles  return  for  ten  pence 
(twenty  cents),  and  so  on— 
roughly  a  cent  a  mile. 

The  hour  at  which  the  ticket 
must  be  booked  varies  in  dif- 
ferent distrlcU.  but  it  is  general- 
ly before  7  30  or  8  a  m  The  r*^- 
turn  journey  may  be  made  at 
any  time.

A  MINIMUM  FAME 

There  Is  a  minimum  fare  of 
three  pence  (alx  cents;,  and 
the  general  baaia  of  the  work- 
man's ticket  la  a  return  ticket 
for  the  price  of  an  ordinary 
single.  But  there  are  varla- 
tk»c  of  this,  and  where  they  oc- 
cur they  are  really  letaeirs  from

A  NEW  8T0NEHENGE 

AnothM  Stonehenge"  has 
appeared  in  BrUain.  . 

It  is  situated  |at  Hardn/ionps- 
worth,  Middlesex,  near  L 
but  it  Is  not  serving  the 
purpose  as  the  /  famous 
henge   lu   Salisbury  Plain, 
Southern  Englajnd. 

This'  remarkable  group  I  of 
huge  stones  Is  generally  con- 
sidered to  have  been  erected  In 
the  late  Stone  or  tii""  Bronze 
Age,  but  at  Harmondsworth  the 
great  piles  of  stones,  thlrty-flve 
feet  high  in  most  caaea;  have 
only  just  arrived. 

They  are  to  be   used  for  the 

new  Waterloo  Bridge  now  in  the 
process  of  construction  across 
the    River    Thames,  near  the 

.scene    of    thn    reiriit  railway 

disa-sti  r  ;i*  ClLiiint;  Cro.ss 

iSixty  thousand  toi\.s  of  Cor- 
nish granite,  first  used  more 
thah  a  hundred  years  ago  in 
the  building  of  the  old  bridge, 
were  brought  to  Harmonds- 
worth by  road  and  water  when 
it  w.is  demolished  For  the 
piers  and  abut  menus  of  the  new 
one.  M,000  .square  feet  of  it  is 
being  used  again. 

Between  twenty  and  thirty 
ma.soii.s  are  working  on  the  out- 
skirts of  the  village  cutting  and 
dressing  the  granite  In  prepara- 
tion for  iLs  u.se  The  granite  for 
the  f^rst  pier  has  already  been 
finished 

Most  Of  the  men  working  on 
the  Job  come    from  Cornwall 

and  Aberdeen,  and  they  are 
working  quickly  on  the  granite 
for  the  aiNSond  pier.

MELBOURNE  <BUP»  — An  in- 
sect. SO  rare  that  every  specimen 

is  treasured  bv  zoriloglstj!.  hsu 
Just  traveled  aiive  by  post  in  a 

tobacco  tin  from'Tumania  to 
Melbourne. 

It  la  perlpatua— a  eroM  be- 
tween a  worm  and  an  u\\rtf  - 
has  many  hollow  legs,  each  with 
a  pair  of^  claws,  a  aof ^  cylla- 
drlcal  body,  from  one  to  four 
Inches  long,  two  short  papillae 
near  the  mouth  a  pair  of  jaws 
and  a  pair  of  eyes. 

The  peripatus  Is  a  "half -way" 
anlmjtl,  a  link  between  the  cen- 
tipedes and  millipedes  and  seg- 
mented worms,  and  ii  an  ex- 
ceedlngly  primitive  form  of  lif^. 

Provid'-d  with  slime  glands, 
peripatu.s  uses  them  both  for  de- 
fence and  capturing  its  prey, 
consisting  of  anUi.  spiders  and 
other  small  insects.  The  siima 
is  ejected  with  force  and  en- 
tangles the  TlcUm  as  if  it  were 
la  cUeky  tfUt
